The Financial Clearance Deadline to clear the balance on your tuition account was December 14, 2011. Financial clearance on 
your account means payment in full of your tuition account, that includes your financial aid awards applied and or enrollment in a 
payment plan, by the Financial Clearance Deadline. 

Tuition balances and recent transactions are available for viewing on your CASHNet account, where you may also sign up for a 
payment plan. Please visit the Mount's web portal to access your CASHNet account by clicking on "Finances" and "Make a Pay- 
ment/My Account". If you have not done so already, please clear your account to avoid additional late fees. 

Have you submitted your insurance waiver yet? 

Health insurance waivers need to be completed every semester - if you have not completed your insurance waiver, please do so 
as soon as possible. The Mount's policy requires all full time students and ADN students enrolled in 7 units or more, to be in- 
sured. The cost of the Mount's Health plan for the Spring 2012 semester is $860.00, this amount has been billed to your MSMC

Got Procrastination? 

Midterms are over. But 
finals are just around the 
corner. Taking time to relax 
is important, but be careful 
of falling into the pattern of 
procrastination. Procrastination is a fairly common 
behavior for college students. Interestingly, 
procrastination is only remotely related to time 
management, (procrastinators often know exactly 
what they should be doing, even if they cannot do 
it), which is why very detailed schedules usually are 
no help. Here are some tips to help you avoid 
falling prey to procrastination: 

Stay current with homework and readings. 
If you are too far behind when finals hit 
then your stress will be greater. 

Use your calendar to keep track of assign- 
ments. 

Make tasks look small and easy ("I've done 
lots of papers before; this is just one 
more.") 

Try the five-minute plan: Work on some- 
thing for just five minutes. At the end of 
five minutes, switch to something else if 
you want. Chances are, you'll get in- 
volved enough to keep going. 

Use your friends. Find the friends who are 
consistent studiers and make them role 
models. Advertise your plans to study 
so your friends can provide peer pressure 
to encourage you to finish your work. 
And finally, schedule time to relax and 
socialize after you have completed some 
of your task.

lenge past negative experiences or messages by nurturing 
and caring for yourself in ways that show that you are 
valuable, competent, deserving and lovable. There are 
several components to self-nurturing 

Get enough sleep, eat in a healthy, exercise regularly, 
and practice good hygiene. 

Plan Fun & Relaxing Things for Yourself: You could go 
to a movie, take a nap, get a massage, plant a garden, read, 
or learn to meditate -whatever you enjoy. 
Reward Yourself for Your Accomplishments: You 
could take the night off to celebrate good grades, spend 
time with a friend, or compliment yourself. 
Remind Yourself of Your Strengths & Achievements: 
One way is to make a list of things you like about your- 
self. Or, keep a 'success' file of awards, certificates and 
positive letters or citations. Keep mementos of accom- 
plishments you are proud of where you can see them. 
Forgive Yourself When You Don't Do All You'd 
Hoped: Self -nurturing can be surprisingly hard if you are 
not used to doing it. Don't be critical of yourself - 
remember that inner voice!-when you don't do it just 
right.

From the Bursar's Office 

Attention all graduating and leaving the college, if you are a recipient of a 
Mount (institutional) loan, you will need to complete a loan exit interview 
with the Bursar's Office, prior to May 7, 2012, your graduation date. 
Please know that this is mandatory for graduation. You may also go to the 
Mount's portal and complete your loan exit under the tab Finance/Business 
Office, then quick links to Financial Counselor. 

Students who will be returning for the Fall 2012 semester - the Financial 
Clearance Deadline is the 2 nd Wednesday in June - June 13, 2012. 
Your student tuition account must be cleared by June 13, 2012, otherwise 
we will assess a $100 late clearance fee to your Student Account. 

Financial Clearance means: 

Payment of tuition, fees, and room & board in full 

Enrollment in CASHNet's monthly payment plan ($20 Enrollment Fee 
applies) for the balance on account. The monthly payments are 
due on the 5 th and late by the 15 th of each month. Please login to 
your Student Account online to enroll: 

Financial Aid awards must be applied as payments towards the ac- 
count, which includes grants, scholarships, and loans. 

A Health Insurance Waiver request must be submitted (if applicable) 
via the Health Insurance Waiver link. The Business Office will 
be notified if your waiver was approved or denied. The waiver 
site will be available for students to waive on May 1, 2012. 

Official verification of tuition waivers and sponsorships must be sub- 
mitted. 

All the above conditions must be met by June 13, 2012 to avoid a $100 late 

clearance fee and having your account placed on hold. 

If you do not clear your account by August 20, 2012, the first day of the 

academic term, you will be assessed a second $100 late clearance fee. 

Note: If your account is placed on hold, you will be unable to add or drop 

classes, view your grades or receive official transcripts.
